Three rousing cheers were then giyen for 
the Queen, when the officers of the com- 
pany passed through the ranks and took the 
names of the voluntcers. As the otticers 
were engaged in this work, the Colonel 
again ascended to the platform and an- 
nounced that if there were any married men 
in the ranks who wished to yolunteer but 
were kept back out of consideration for 
their wives and families, they need feel no 
anxiety, as the citizens who remained 
would see that they were comfortably pro- 
vided for. ~ 

The Armory was cleared of idle specta- 
tors, and the list of those who had volun- 
teered was read. As each man’s name was 
called, he stepped to the front. Twenty- 
four in uniform and four civilians were soon 
inline. An officer informed an LyreLui- 
GeNcer reporter that teu men from Amel- 
iasburg had expressed their willingness to 
go when notified of the muster, but had not 
reported as yet, ‘They came in, however, 
later in the day, and swelled the ranks al- 
most to completion.

The armory was kept open all day and 
the volunteer company were on parade and 
about 6 o'clock they were sworn in. Of- 
fers for service were presented every hour 
of the day, but only the best material was 
accepted. 

The armory and the telegraph office were 
the centre of attraction all day, In the 
afternoon, when the associated press de- 
spatches were received and read to a large 
crowd in front of the office by au In- 
TELLIGENCER employee, the crowd seemed 
much relieved as they stripped the high! 
sensational rumors of gossipers of their 
brightest colors, Later in the evening an 
extra was issued from the INTELLIGENCER 
office, and was greedily seized upon by an 
anxious crowd outside, and Rey. J, B. 
Clarkson read one from his pulpit at the 
Bridge Street Methodist Church. 

At 7:30 the men reassembled at tho 
armory and were provided with knapsacks, 
great coats and other accoutrements for the 
expedition, Capt. Lazier then addressed 
them and said they were to hold themselves 
in readiness to embark at noon on Monday, 
for Kingston, there to join Col. Williams 
and his command,

Business in this city is almost at a stand- 
still on account of the excitement caused 
by raising two companies of volunteers for 
the North-West. Although the weather 
was extremely disagreeable, the streets 
were thronged all day with men, women and 
children,anxiously enquiring for news from 
the North-West, and the time the volun- 
teers would start for the scene of the dis- 
turbance. At the sound of ths bugles 
calling the men to headquarters, the crowd 
turned its attention to the armories, the 
entrances to which were nearly blocked by 
children, who stared with admiration, 
mingled with awe, upon every uniformed 
person who passed in and out, Civilians 
wero at a discount, while soldiers popped up 
above par. 

In the armories all was activity. Many 
sought admission but few were granted 
that privilege. Uniforms were handed out 
to new men, who changed raiment on the 
spot, took the oath of allegiance and at 
once joined the ranks for drill. 

During the forenoon a squad of men 

from Tyendinaga arrived under Capt, Len- 
nox. ‘lhey were partially uniformed but 
were soon equipped complete. They are 
hardy, determined looking fellows and seem 
eminently adapted to the work before 
them. ‘Ihe addition of these men made 
the ranks almost complete. Many have 
offered but were not accepted, owing to 
physicial disability, One man who came 
in this morning and joined was found,after 
he had taken his place in the ranks, to be 
under the influence of liquor. He was 
promply relieved of his uniform and ejected 
trom the armory. He was an old regular. 
So great has been the care of the officers 
in the selection of their men, that a finer 
body of soldiers than that turned out by 
the 49th Batt. would be hard to find.

I would 
rather gather the sap as often as1 could 
ot time, if there were two or three quarts 
in a bucket. and boil to sugar directly. I 
would likea sugar house ona side hill 
where the sap can run from the drawing- 
tubs into the storage and from thence into 
into the pan or evaporator. I would have a 
strainer on the drawing tub, also in the 
spout that conducts the sap to the boiling 
Apparatus, Whatever that may be. You can 
make good sugar with a pan if you will syr- 
up off three timesa day.and you can perhaps 
inake whiter sugar with an evaporator by 
getting the syrup once an hour or oftener,

All ruminant hoofed beasts have horns 
und cloven feet.

No two individuals have oxactly the same 
anatomical structure ; and nearly every one 
has in him some bony prominence, super- 
numerary muscle, or abnormal blood ves- 
sel, which tells the tale of his descent. 
Scarcely one body is. perfectly normal in 
every part, Some have as mary as thirty or 
forty variations in their. bones, muscles or 
arteries, Variations occur more frequently 
in negro and Indian subjects than in those 
of European descent. 

The limits of insects are determined by 
temperature and yegetation, by oceans and 
mountains. There is aninsect fauna for 
each continent, zone and latitude. ‘The 
insects near the snow lines on the sides of 
inountains in the temperate region are 
similar to those in-polar lands, The insects 
on our Pacitic slope resemble those of Eu- 
rope, While those near the Atlantic coast are 
more like those of Asia. Not half a dozen 
insects live in the sea. 

The wonder is not that most residences 
in large cities are unhealthy, but that they 
are at all habitable. Generally the city 
house is immediately connected by a pipe of 
no great dimensions with drains of sewage 
miles in length, and flowing under street 
after street. ‘The conditions also are such 
that very frequently poisonous gases find a 
ready entrance to the kitchen, the bod- 
rooms and the living rooms.

Portraits of Christ, 


A paper On the portraits of Christ was 
read before the Baptist Ministers’ Confer- 
ence yesterday morning by the Rey. W. F, 
Taylor, He claimed’ that the ancient pic- 
tures of Christ were not attempts at a por- 
traiture of His face, but merely executed 
to represent some incident in local history, 
as the crucifixion. They were to bo taken 
as the present photographs of public 
events, more to eon in mind a remem- 
brance of the event than those taking part 
in it. Batthe artist is not destitute of data 
for a likeness of the Lord. His character 
and feelings are given in the Bible, and can 
be studied to advantage, as the true por- 
trait painter to-day studies the mind, hab- 
its, and thoughts of his subject, and not 
merely the outward facial expression. In 
regard to the Jewish physiognomy, which 
many claim for the true features of Christ, 
Mr. Taylor thought it was a ‘race mark,’ 
which was unkpowu during Christ's life- 
time. There are many s und theoriats who 
claim that Luke was an artist, and that 
Christ gave him sittings, but this is not re 
concilable with the Holy Scriptures. ‘And 
from those alone,” said Mr. Taylor, *‘:must 
a true portrait of the Saviour be obtained. 
Michael Angelo's * Last Supper’ is admira- 
ble, but it does not agree with the teach- 
ings of the Bible. A history of mythology 
would give more information upon the sub- 
ject. 1n my opinion Sebastian's * Raising 
of Lazarus’ presents a better model for 
Christ than all the thorn-crownec heads 
that were ever painted. ""—New York Times.

The probabilities of war do not seem to 
diminish. Russia's reply to England's do- 
mand is in effect that she consents to limit 
the discussion to a zone containing all tho 
points admitted by England to be debat- 
able, provided that the zono is extended to 
include all the territory which Russia de 
cides to make debatable. This 
proposition is regarded asa more subterfuge 


counter- 


to gain time by rendering the prolongation 
of the correspondence necessary. This 
scoms all the more certain as, whilst the 
Russian Minister has addressed to the Bri- 
tish Government a special communication 

which he urges England to agree with 
Russia to abandon all military preparations 
and demonstrations until the conclusion or 
failure of the pending negotiations, and 
declares that Russia is making no prepara- 
tions for warat the bordor, the English 
embassy at Teheran, near the locality of 
the threatened conflict, roporta that large 
masses of Russian troops continue to pass 
through Tiflis southward. The English 
consul at Batoum makes a similar report. 
These troops are supposed to be on their 
way to Merv or Meshed. Reliable advices 
estimate that 65,000 Russian soldiers are 
already stationed between Baku and Sara- 
khos, 

It is _ significant, however, that England 
does not slacken her preparations for war, 
but is rather urging them forward as fast 
as possible and is preparing to abandon the 
conflict in the Soudan, if honorable terms 
can be obtained. 

A cable despatch states that the Russian 
army organ at St. Petersburg doclares 
broadly that if England advises that Herat 
be fortified, and the fortification follows 
asthe result of English counsel and with 
English assistance, it will constitute a casus 
belli. 

This declaration is highly important in 
view of the statements cabled from London 
that the negotiations of Lord Dufferin with 
the Ameer of Afghanistan tend so strongly 
towards a joint military alliance betweun 
England andthe Amecr that their very 
success may be accepted by Russia as a 
message. Lord Dufferin reported that the 
Ameer had obtained from India a special 
subsidy for the maintenance of an Afghan 
garrison at Herat of sufficient strength to 
insure the integrity of that entire district, 
An English engineer and a number of 
English officers will superintend the con- 
atruction of a series of fortresses along the 
Afghan frontier, to be garrisoned and de- 
fended by Afghans exclusively. Lord 
Dufferin also reports that it has been agreed 
that the English shall construct a railway 
from Bolan to Candahar and a military road 
from Candahar to Herat, and connect the 
line of fortresses between Balkh, Herat and 
Candahar by a telegraph system. 

The British Cabinet Council, which met 
on the 4th inst., approved of the agreenent 
made between the Ameer and Lord Duf- 
ferin. The Viceroy has been instructed to 
invite the Amoor to visit London asa guest 
of the crown, 

If the utterance of the Russia military 
organ was inspired, it will be seen that 
Great Britain has deliberately thrown down 
the gauntlet and is prepared to abide the 
results. In such case the question of peace 


or war must be settled in a very fow days.

BAD GUNS AND POOR MAKKSMEN, 


A correspondent writes to the Globe: 


“‘T place not the slightest confidence in mony 
of the late rumors regarding the strength of 
Riel’s force. In the first place, it would tax the 
strength of the entire half-breed population of 
the Prince Albert District to the very utmost to 
put 500 men into the field, and the rumor that 
they are armed with Remington rifles of the lat- 
est pattern is simply absurd, unless they have 
been very lately supplied with them, as with the 
exception of a few ‘‘Rewingtons” I never saw 
them with anything but the model 1876 Win 
chester rifle, which, with its short 44 cal. 
cartridge, is not a long range rifle by any 
means, Then again, they are said to be 
most expert sharpshooters, and that the 
marvellous accuracy of their aim, like that of the 
South African Boers, means death to all within 
sight of them. This is certainly news to me, as 
Thave frequently shot in matches with them 
and never saw any such performances, For the 
last four or five years, in which the buffalo have 
kept south of the International boundary, most 
of the Half-breeds in the c ountry have used the 
shot-gun exclusively, us the most numerous and | 
easily approchable ganie has consisted of geese, 
ducks, and prairie chickens, and the average 
Half-breed is an individual whose circumstances 
will not allow him to feed himself on duola or 
prairie chickens at the cost of a rifle catridge 
apiece. Of course afew Half-breeds still go 
south every suminer in pursuit of buffalo. but 
the ‘ marvellous aim’ of the great majority has 
been allowed to become pretty ‘ rusty.’

At the outset, two men of respectable stand 
ing, one of them a well known Canadian, one of 


them an American of unblemished reputation 
and good family, were flung into a police cell, 


their papers seized illegally and improperly, bail | 


refused them and insult offered them. Two 
other citizens, Messrs, Meek and Bunting, were 
compelled to furnish bail for their appearance ; 
to go to great expense; to appear in various 
courte; to suffer constant annyance: in con 
sequence of the allegations of spies who were 
liars and perjurers. The leaders of the Op 
position in Untario _ wor accused and u 
sulted. The Ottawa Ministry and, in particu 
lar, Sir David Macpher-on, were assailed with 
continuous scurrility, Every malignant whipster 
who could handle a pen was enabled to point his 
venomotis paregraph in the Grit press about 
some of the victims of the Grit machinations. 
Every monber ot Mr, Mowat’s Administration, 
in the brief interval between gambling 
and the discharge of what called * pb 
lie duty,” was enabled to pose on the hus 
tings as a brand plucked from the ‘* burning” 
srovided by ** Tory conspirators,” and to abveo 
Mie.

Whalebone, 
The market price of baleon is exceeding- 
y variable, depending 6n the fashion of the 
ay. It is not so valuable now as used to 
be the case some years ago, steel haying 
superseded it for many purposes. Tho 
price may range from £500 to £850 per 
ton, and a good whale ought to produce 
about two tons. In 18144 single vessel 
sold her cargo of baleen and oil for £9,567, 
but such times are not. likely to return, 
Mineral oils have now supplantedtrain oils 
for many purposes, and perpetual hunting 
has diminished the numbers as well as the 
sive of the whales, no animal haying a 
chance of attaining its full dimensions be- 
fore.it is harpooned. Often, nowadays, a 
whaling ship returns ‘clean,’ i.e., without 
having captured a single whale, so that, 
What with the lessened prices and dimin- 
ished numbers and dimensions of the ani- 
mals, whaling has become almost a lottery 
instead of a solid investment of capital,and 
few shipowners care tO run sucha risk. 
Furnished with its wonderful horny sieve, 
the Greenland whale has no,. difficulty in 
Prooiring its food—as with mouth more or 
oss open it swims backward and forward 
through the shoals of the Cilo- which most- 
ly is found near the surface, ‘The wa- 
‘tor estapes freely between the horny 
plates andj jdining: fringe, while the 
animals are detained within the cage. 
When it wishes to swallow the prey'which 
it has caught it omploys its tongue, which 
is not less remarkable than tlie rest of tho 
Whale’s structure, The tonguo. is not free 
except at the base, as .with mammals gen- 
trally, so that it is iinpossible for the ani- 
mal to protrude its toogue from its mouth. 
The tongue is fixed by nearly the whole of 
its edge, so that it can only be protruded 
upward. I onco had the opportunity of 
examining the tongue’ of a small. baleen 
‘whalowwhich had been cast ashore, . It was 
of great size, smooth oh the surface, and I 
could not help thinking that it was very 
much like «# soft, well-stuffed pin-cushion, 
I pressed) upon ita, centre with my tingers, 
Mand ‘foulnd;that 4 pit was: formed thich 
repidly filled jvith.oil, —Lhen I took a ham- 
mer and préssed’ the head of iton the 
tqngue.

Insolvency Laws. 


Oppressive and Unjust, 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 


5ik,—It will be remembered that the position 
taken in my former letter was—that the State 
is bound as much to protect the interests of the 
poor man as it is to protect the interests of the 
rich, and that Parliament has noright whatever 
to enact any law to give the latter more power 
than his extra thousands already give him over 
the former. And it was shown that this is ex. 
actly one of the many wrongs which an Insol- 
veocy Law inflicts, 

The wealty few of Montreal and Toronto are 
now trying, with all their might, to bring the 
whole weight of their potent influence to bear at 
Ottawa to pass this law ; a law which will give 
them inore power to crush their poorer brethren 
in trade poste to draw from them their very lieart’s 
blood, while the power they now possess is being 
used in the sarne way. Yet these men have the 
impudence boldly to assert before our rulers 
that what they ask is for the good of the people 
and the country’s fair fame, and all such wretch 
ed cant. Was ever an oppresive law of the past, 
enacted by the veriest despot, but what he tried 
to persuade himself and others that it was for 
the people's good? The most unrighteous laws 
that have ever cursed the statue books of past | 
ages have been enacted under the most plausible 
pretexts of benevulence and guodness. But these 
Taen, the dispensers of credit, wholesale dealers, 
bankers and other managers of monetary in 
stitutions, are asking Parliament to pass laws to 
protect them from themselves, from the con 
sequences of their own evil doings, and that in 
order that they may do more evil and rol] it as 
a 6weet morsel under their tongue. This is the 
very thing, nothing inore or less, that they are 
asking for,namely, to bo protected against prior 
judginonts, preferential claims, ete. against 
debtors, of which in. ninty-nue cases out of a 
hundred they are, by their reckless haste to in 
creasé riches, the direct cause, and indircctly 
the cause of inmost of the fraudulence and w rope 
doing of the debtors. 

Lf you put your finger in the tire it ahall burn 
you. Shall we eliminate from the fire this God 
Riven priperty of burning’ No, it is there to 
teach us to avoid the tire in order that we be 
not consumed. And God has established in 
this world of ours economic laws, which, if we 
ignore will bring upon so 
ruin, aud jt iv about time that our leginlatorsy at 
Toronto as Well as at Ottawa, learn that they 
cannot by statutoury enactment eliminate the 
consequences of an iofringment of God's eternal 
laws, ‘Torotrtashas already enacted as far ay it 
can or dare, iu this direction in which Ottawa

on the goods supplied. 

Again, look at this, "There are about four 
thousand Commercial Travellers, paid agents of 
theeo worthy dispensers of credit, industriously 
employed throghout the length and breadth of 
the land, urging alike good, bad and indifferent 
to coine under ability to their principals, all 
this involving an outlay of the enormous sum 
of upwards of tive million dollars annually, and 
the whole of this inimense sum 16 spent by these 
gentlemen in foreing credit on their victiins.

Slow cud Wearlsomne Triaveliing—Mothors 
Walk Twenty Miles with Their Chitdron 
in Their Arma Detalls of the Killing of 
Payue aud Tromont, 


The following is ® more de bate xl account 
of the x porionces of Mr, A Berthia 
ume, of the Dominion Public 3 Sd Do- 
partmont ; Judge Rouleau, Mrs, Rodloau, 
and party, whose cacape fronp Buttloford 
and arrival ab Winnipeg was noticed a few 
days ago ;— 

On Sunday, 29th ult.; (Palm Sunday), 
General Middleton communicated by:wire 
with Judge , Rouleau and Mr, Rae, ithe 
Indian agent, enquiring as to supplies of 
provisions in Battleford, and the accom- 
modation which could be afforded in’ the 
barracks. Ho socms previously to have 
been misinfornicd as to the condition of 
the place, but immediately on being, in- 
formed of the fact .he: ordered Captain 
Morris, who-was in'charge of the barracks 
thore, to secure a large “supply of: water, 
and advise the women and children of the 
town to move into the ‘barracks for safety. 
At the same time he informed Judge Rou- 
leau that threo hundred troops would leave 
Troy the next morning (Monday 30th ult.) 
with artillery, and—proceed to’ Battleford 
via the Swift Current’ ‘trail. During the 
day the judge, Mr. Rae, and several other 

\citizens, made up their minds, instead of 
moving into the’ barracks, to seck safety 
by departing by Swift Current, At the 
samo time Mr. Rao sent a messenger up to 
one of the reserves to inquire as to the 
truth of a ramored uprising of the Indians. 
‘Meanwhile somo of the people began pack- 
ing up such articles as they wished to take 
with them, but they had , not time to com- 
pleté their preparations before the return 
of the messenger, who reported to Mr. 
Tae that the Indians were on their way, 
and were within eight or ten miles of 
Battleford, «Poundmaker, however, stated 
that they intended®no mischief, but only 
wanted’ to have a talk with tho Indian 
agent. On account of the shortness of the 
time, the number of small children, and 
other difficulties, most of the people gave 

their intention of leaving, and concl ud- 

to go'to the barracks, s0 that the'party 
wwhich started consisted of Judge Houleate 
wife and three small children; Mrs. Dr. 
Rouleau and two servants; Mrs, Rae and 
seryant; two brothers named Parker, one 


freight, when one of the latter, | 
named Ross, saddled his horse and rode | 
to ovortake the owner of tho freight, who 
was ahead with another Halfbroed at Kaglo 
Lak« On the way he met the Mounted 
Police, wlio were on the way to Swift Cur- 
ront, their horses being very uch éx- 
hausted. Obtaining fresh horses from the 
owner of the froight, the police overtook 
Judge Rouleau’s party on Saturday morn- 
ing at the South Branch Crossing, and gave | 
thom information of the plundering of 
Battleford by the Indians on Monday and 
Tuesday ; also that the Indians from aboye 
had reached Battleford, having robbed the 
settlers at Taylor's Crossing of everything, 
and that the women had to walk for safety 
the whol way to\Battleford,'a distance of 
over twenty miles, in some instances car- 
ing thoir'chidren an’ their aris, Théy also 
gave an account of the killing of Payne and 
Tremont, and stated that tho telegraph 
wire betweon Battleford and Humboldt 
had been cutthe day previous to their 
leaving! On tho Saturday tho party came 
to the South Branch Crossing, arriving bo- 
tween ten and eleven o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The man in charge of the ferry was work- 
ingatthescow,expecting to have it ready for 
the evening ; but it was hot until 3 o'clock 
the noxt day that they commenced to 
cross, and ‘it.was 7 o'clock before all the 
rigs were over. Having travelled ‘five or 
six miles they camped ; and the next ay 
they reached Swift Ourrent. On the wa 
they met two loads of hay drawn by ae 
horse teams belonging to the Mounted 
Police on their/way to Battleford. On tho 
arrival of the'police with the despatch Col. 
Herchmer seut a courier to” turn these 
back, Mr. Berthiaume says that the party 
travelled as fast as the horses could put 
them through, and yet the state of the 
roads was such that nine days were occupi- 
ed by the journey from Battleford to 
Swift Current, besides a delay of a day and 
a half at the Crossing. From the Stoneys’ 
reserve to the meet bush, 40 miles, the 
snow was still. lying, causing very slow 
travelling. 

Mr. Berthiaume's intention in leaving 
Battleford was to return with, General 
Middleton's troops, whom he expected to 
meet about half way to Swift Current,’ so 
that he did not anticipate being apeen 
more than four .or five days. Mrs, 
Rouleau is on hér way east to yisit si

however, this Indian failed to appear, and 
Mr, Payne sent his mother-in-law to insist 
upon his going. The instructor, by the 
way, was married to one of the daughters 
of the chief, « fine looking and intelligent 
woman, .F rom Mr. Paynosit-was learned 
that the Indians were painting themselves, 
and @Vidently preparing to haye a dance 
dpi 'thé day... The party started between 
8 and 9 o’ veloc a.m. One Indian at length 
consented to go and bring the team back, 
and on leaving took his gun and clothing 
with him. Mr. Berthiaume left ata quar- 
ter to 10 o'clock, shaking hands with Mr. 
Payne in a friendly manner as he left, and 
fifteen minutes, aftorward the latter gentle- 
man, Was shot by his own Indians, “After 
leaving Mr. Payne the party . travelled in 
company with the Indian on the prairie 
until 11 o'clock, haying no suspicion of 
what had been occurring in the meantime 
at the reserve; and the next day at about 
3 o'clock they reached the bush, _ forty 
miles distant from the reserve, from which 
point’ the Indian retirnéd with ~the 
rig. The horses being very tired, the 
party rested-there-until:the next morning. 
As they were thei gotting ready to start, 
Mr. Applegarth, instructor on the Red 
Pheasant, rosérve, arrived with his wifeand 
her sister. They had leftiat 3 o'clock in 
the morning (Tuesday), having been in- 
formed by the.brother of, the, Chief that he 
had just arrived from Battleford, where he 
had seen the Stoneys plundering the place. 
It appeared that, after killing Payne, they 
had started for Battleford, and on their 
way had stopped at Barney Tremont’s, 
about halfway to Battleford; and that 
they had proceeded to take away.his horses 
and cattle, and on his resisting, had killed 
him in-his own house, and= then helped 
themselves ‘to all they wanted. Mr. Tre- 
mont was al Unniarried iman, and he had 
been on very friendly terms with the Ston- 
eys, many of whom had worked for him 
from time to time, It, was further learned 
that, on the same Monday morning before 
the party left the reserve, some of the 
Stoneys had gone to the Cree or 
Pheasant reserve to tell them to go down 
to Battleford, as the day for action 
come; and tliat the brother of the chief had 
gone with them. . He stated that ho had 
seen Barney Trement killed between 3 and 
ip. m.; also that he had witnessed 
plundering of the private dwellings in Bat- 


tloford, The Indians had taken everything | 


they fanciéd, and what they could not use 
they’ broke in pieces, Even carpets they 
tore into shredsand threw upon the streets, 
On returning home the brother of the Cree 
Chief informed Applegarth that it would 
bé best for him to take his wife and ‘hor sis- 
ter to Swift, Current for safety.. He said

| them, but was afraid he would not 
to resist the others, Applegarth 
accordingly at once commenced (to pack 
upafew things, although it was 3 a. m., 
land whilesho was doing 66 “the” Indians 
helped thomsélves to whatever they want- 
od, They 6ven searched hs poc skots for 
money, and took his revolver from him ;

The following are the provisions of th 
fishery laws, which should be read at the 
present time: Pickerel carinot be caught 
from 15th April to 16th May. | Maskilonge 
cannot be caught from 15th April to 16th 
May. Bass cannot be caught from 15th 
April to 15th May. “Net or seine fishing 
without license is prohibited. Nets must 
be raised from Saturday night until Mon- 
day morning of each week. Nets cannot 
be seb nor seines used so as'to bar channels 
or bays. Indians as well as white men are 
forbidden to fish illegally. Each person 
guilty of violating these regulations is 
liable, to fine and- costs, or in default of 
payment is subject to imprisonment. No 
person shall, during such prohibited times, 
fish for, catch, kill, buy, sell, or have in 
possession any of the kinds of fish» men- 
tioned above:

WAGES AND EAKNINGS, 

On the 30th June last the total railway 
mileage of the Dominion constructed and 
under construction was 11,574 miles, of which 
9,952 miles were The chief 
enginoer says from the reports current as 
to the state of trade in the Dominion dur- 
ing the year under consideration a con- 
siderable shrinkage might reasonably have 
beon looked for in the earnings of tho rail- 
ways. The returns, however, show an in- 
crease, which, though small in comparison 
with the increase of former years, is 
sufficiont, if the railway business may be 
accepted asa measure of the business 
of the country,to prove that tho depression 
has been very greatly exaggerated. 
The increase inthe receipts during the 
year was $177,818, that in the number of 
passengers carried, 402,410; and that in 
the freight, 446,014 tons. The net earn- 
ings were $7,826,872, less by $726,046 than 
in 1882-3. The mileage of steel rails in- 
creased during the year by more than 
1,000 iniles, while the iron rails slightly 
diminished, and are now only half what 
they were in 1878, notwithstanding the 
rapidly growing total mileage. On the 
other hand, tho steel rails have more than 
doubled in the same period, having in- 
creased from 3,583 miles in 1878 to 8,348 
in 1884, The total mileage (miles run) in 
the year ending 30th June last was 29,- 
758,676, which was 314,234 miles less than 
the previous year's mileage.

A COMPARISON, 

The passengers carried were 9,982,358, 
which were 402,401 more than the previous 
year. The freight carried was 13,702,270 
tons, or 446,014 tons more than in the pre- 
vious year, The total earnings of the rail- 
ways of Canada in year ended 30th June, 
1884, amounted to $23,422,204, or $L18,- 
619 more than the previous year. The 
earnings from passenger traflic last year 
were $665,916 more'than the previous year. 
Notwithstanding that the freight carried 
was 446,014 tons more, the receipts from 
freight traftic were $556,965 leas, showing 
that the railways are carrying goods ata 
lower rate. During the last fiscal year goods 
were carried at an avyorage rate of $1.51. 
Inthe year previous the average rate was 
$1.60. The passenger rate also decreased, 
inasmuch as the earnings per mile wore $26 
less last year than the previous year. The 
Operating expenses of our railways amount- 
ed to $26,595,332, or $903,665 mere than 
in 1883. The not profits amounted thore- 
fore for 1884 to the sum of $7,826,872, 
which is $726,046 loss than in 1883, Com- 
petition has evidently given the public 
cheaper freight and passenger rates. The 
railways carried 23,604,627 tons of passen- 
ers in 1884 against 22,846,203 tons of pas- 
sengers in 1883, and their profits were 
726,046 leas. 

AID BY BONUS, 

To aid in developing the Canadian Bys- 
tem of railways the Dominion Government, 
the several Provincial Governments, and 
the municipalities have given and promised 
the surn of $187,666,000, of which amount 
the Dominion Governmont has contributed 
$149,920, 120, an increase over 1883 of $33, - 
284,082. Of this total of one hundred and 
eighty-seven millions, the amount paid is 
$154,844,087, and out of the $149,920,000 
given and promised by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment the sum of $124,360,506 has been 
paid. 

THE DEBT OF THE COUNTRY. 

The net debt of the country on the 30th 
June last was $181,720,000, and out of this 
the sum of over one hundred and twonty 
four millions has gone to the dovelopmont 
of our railway system, returning an immo-

England and Russia Preparing Everywhere 


RUSSIAN NEWSPAPERS EXULTING OVER THE 
ALLEGED RETREAT OF THE BRITISH. 


AFFAIRS IN INDIA. 


Turkey Expects War between England 
and Russia, 


Negotiations Assume n loss Favorable As- 
pect. 


LONDON, April 20,—English onginvers have 
beon sent to Alexandria to inspect the forts and 
report upon the beat Way toput themin an 
immediate utate of defence. 

The project is openly discussed in Russia to 
continue the Caspian Askabad railroad to 
Sarakhs, Herat, Candahar and the Indus River, 
Some say the object is to have a railway route 
from England to India. Military mon believe 
that when the road is finished to Sarakhs, which 
will occupy three years, Russia will attack 
India. ; 

The News says tho statements referring to the 
cession of Penjdeh to Russia are purely imagin- 
ary. It fears that matters have not passed out 
of that stage within which military prepara: 
tions are imperatively required. 

Sr. Pererssuro, April 20,—The report gains 
ground that Bogland haa made fresh proposals 
which Russia is inclined to accept. The news- 
rae welcome what they call the retreat of the 

ritish and agree that peace is assured. 

Cacovurra, April 20,—While the Ameer was 
at Rawul Pindee he expressed confidence in the 
ability of the Afghans w repel a Russian attack 
with outside aid, and in deference to his wish 
orders to English officers to fortify Herat were 
rescinded.

FIFTH PARLIAMENT----THIRD SESSION. 


Orrawa, April 17. 

Replying to. Mr, Casgrain, Mr. Caron 
said he had lieard of Col. Ouimot being in 
Winnipeg, Whether he was there on 
spocial service or leave of absonce he did 
not know, but Col. Ouimet was now back 
with his regimont in Calgary. 

Mr, Lauricr resuming the debate on the 
Franchise bill said there was no necessity 
for such a measure. He concluded by 
moving an amendment to the offect ** that 
itis advisable to continue tho use of the 
franchise which prevails according to the 
law of the diflorent provinces and the 
yoters’ lists propared by the regularly ap- 
pointed municipal officers.” 

Mr, Chapleau said it was an anomaly 
that tho voters’ lists for the election of 
members of the commons should be Bre, 
pared by officials over whom the House 
no control. This measure gave to every 
sober industrious man a yote. He was not 
in favor of universal suffrage. Public 
opinion in Quebec was not ripe fora female 
franchise. 

Mr. Blake reviewed the history of at- 
tempts to legislate on this subject since 
1867, and then took up the present billand 
analysed it for three hours, strongly de- 
nouncing the Government for taking to 
themselves such powers as this bill con- 
ferred upon them.

Three hostile Indians wore captured near 
Clark's Crossing by a soouting party under 
Lord Melgund, after a chase of 8 milos. 

They said they loft Riel's camp at Ba- 
tocho’s Crossing, onst aide, tivo daya ago, 
and that Write Cap was there with all his 
lodgos of Sioux refugeos from Minnesota in 
1862. OF half-breeds there wore 250 poorly 
armed. Nine lodges of Teton Sioux are 
on the east side, with Riol aud five lodges 


on the wost sido. There are some Creo 
lodges and Indian allios, but thoy 


do not number more than ono hundred. 
How many Crees thero are botwoon Bato- 
che’s and Prince Albort tho prisoners did 
not know, . White Cap’s band are forced 
to remain with Ricl and do not want to 
fight with the whites, This tallies with 
what we have heard on all sides since roach- 
ing here. Riel has diyidod: his mon into 
fighting b nds of ton each. 

Gen. Middleton asked the oldest of the 
prisoners what he would do if he were allow- 
ed to return to Batoche's, He answered that 
he would goatonceto White Capand tell him 
not to fight the whites. General Middleton 
then told him to go. He leaves as soon as 
darkness comes,and will tell all the Indians 
that the troops have not come to fight them 
but to punish the half-breeds who are in 
insurrection soverely and to hang all who 
have murdered whites, or been accessorics 
to such murders, The General further 
told the messenger to tell the Indians that 
they should receive five hundred dollars 
reward for the rescue of any of the seven 
prisoners now in Riel’s hands, and propor. 
tionately for the rescue of all. The Indians 
will probably act in good faith and may do 
good.

It bas been a practice of late in all crouked 
attow pts at questionable législation to try and 
cajule the farmer inty acquiesence, and this Bill 
ig pot an exception, The nto Boad otf 
Trade and journals inspired by the advocated of 
the Bill particularly emphasize a clause relating 
to ploduce sold by a fariner, too. trader who 
becomes insolvent, though, by the way, this clause 
does not meet the numerous Cases Of Oppression 
(to the farmer instanced in the first letwarn But 
why should the farmer be particularized at all? 
If the law is good for the wholesale dealer and 
dhop keeper, why not for the farmer? Is the 
faringr not as much a man ad the starched geut 
who sells pink and needles by the gross! Lt is 
very condescending in these big dealers in calico 
or coffee to ask the Government to legislate for 
tho farmers in the way it is fouod needful to do 
for infants and the red Indian, but it is very 
doubtful if the farmer will thank them for their 
kind consitieration and ‘forethought on hie be 
half. 

Pussing reference wat made ina former let 
ter to » fundamental consideration which seeuis 
to be utterly ignored by the advocates of this 
Bill, and that ia the relation of statutory 
law to natural low, indeed this is what appears 
to have been overlooked in thepast in all state 
énactluents relating toinsolvency. Lf the state 
enacta lawa with the object of rolieving in 
dividuals of tha consequences of their 
own infringement of a natural law it 
causes infinite mischief, [It perhaps may in ap 
pearance seo to aucoeed to a certain extent, but 
the ultimate reaull must inevitably be greater and 
more widespread evil. Thisis sv manifest that 
illustration 14 s#carcely nevded, but take one 
from the physical world. Jf a person, with the 
sense of touch normal, puts his tinger in the tire 
be will suffer pain, the puin is a whulesome ad- 
monition for him to avoid the fire. But he may 
#0 artificially detach or manipulate the nerves 
of his arm that he may put his hand in the tire 
and not feel pain, but nevertheless he suffers 
worsé loas, hia band and arm will be consumed 
Somuch for trying to avoid the natural conse- 
quences of playing with the fire. 

It is precisely the same in regard to economic 
lawa which the Almighty Llimself las establish 
ed, ‘Shall we defy Fate? Well, men may and 
do, but only with one result. Parliaments and 
Kings have detied Heaven again and again, but 
what of it? Misery and woe There are 
economic laws in this world of ours pertaining 
to supply and demand, laws altogether above 
Kings or Parliaments or any finite power to alter 
Or restrain. It is our wisdom to strive to recog: 
nizé these and to work in sccordance with them, 
It is folly of the grossest kind to vainly imagine 
that we can resist them. Shall we ignore the 
law of gravitation and try to lift ourselves to the 
aky by our bootstraps, or dash our heads against 
a stone wall with imponity? Yet this is pre- 
cisely parallel with what insolvency laws try to 
effect, and this affords a rational acoount of the 
utter failure in all ages and in every. country 
under the aun of all attempts at special legis- 
lation relating to insolvency, 

These Insolvency laws mutt, from the very 
necessity Of the case, forever fail, It would be 
asad thing indeed. for our hopes regarding the 
future progress of society, did we not bave an 
ayo ty nee that they have fauled and must fail. 
What is the lesson? ‘To still go on and place on 
our statute books not only futile but mischiev- 
ous and harmful laws? No, let us learn wisdom 
from the past, ‘* Let us mse on stepping stones 
of our dead selves to higher things,’ 

Teach men to recognize that there are laws 
above themiand that thes@’must be obeyed, 
whatever earth or hell may say to the contrary. 
If they:break these laws they shall suffer for it, 
that they will #uffer for it whether they break 
them knowingly or unknowingly, whether they 
break them presumptuously orin ignorance 
they willsuffer, This suffering is good. We 
are sorry indeed for those who haye to endure, 
and compassionate such as suffer loxs not know- 
ing that they were doing wrong, but we despise 
while we pity those who sufter loss by wrong 
doing wlio knew or tni¢ht have known that they 
waedomg Wrong. But because some, perhaps 
many, be innocent of any evil intention, yet aa 
not legialate to relieye them from the natural 
conseq ucnceés Of their own acta, or-wou will bring 
greater ceil on the land and multiply suffe ring 
and loss to thousands of others. *‘ Let patience 
have her perfect work.” Let the dispensers of 
credit learn wisdom when they ram counter 
to the laws of the ternal. These laws are ex- 
cooding simple, as ‘all nature’s laws are, though 
itis adinitted that it is not always easy practi- 
cally to work im accord with them in’ particular 
instances, some trouble and thought must be 
taken in each individual case in order to know 
what one ought to do in dispensing credit. 
Some thought 1s needed to wisely mret demand 
and gatge sipply. But men never will think 
until they are made to think. A child can sel 
dom be persuaded to avoid tlfe fire till it burns 
its fingers. But this ‘Assets Distribution Bill’ 
attempts to take away thechief means of ad 
inonition and instruction, together with the in 
centive to right doing and carry us back to 
darkness and chaos, 

Were it necessary here it could further be 
shown that the absence of special legislation 1s 
actually in the interest of dispensers of credit 
theinselves, whether Bankers, Wholesale Deal. 
ers or Manufacturers, who really desire to do a 
Jair, honest and legitimate business, and con 
versely, that such legislation 15 to the advantage 
only of the unscrupulous and dishonest. The 
creditor is usually also a debtor, there ure the 
two aspects of his position in almost every in- 
stance. Take for example the Montreal and 
foronto Impotters, who are the prime movers 
Ww get this Bill through, It was distinctly 
shown in & former letter from facta and exper 
ence that when the law in Canada provides for 
the pro rata distribution of assets in case of In 
solvency, creditis dispensed in Great Britain | 
and Foreign Markets, to persons to whom 
otherwise it would not be granted. In this way 
Tinportera with very limited « apital and often 
with none at all, are enabled and permitted to 
speculate illegitimately on the capital of others, | 
to the embarrassment and injury of those other |

From Biscotasing to Winnipeg ove, 
the Canadian Pacitic, 


How the Boys Crossed the Gups in the Kall- 
way—Tho GCountry Through Which the 
Kaliway Passes.

Duan Sin,—1 left you in my last lotter 
while on the road from Biicotasing to the 
ond of the track. Wo aresiod at Dog Lake 
at 10;30 nan. on Wodnogcy, the 8th, after 
a good night's rest all around in the train 
Here a first-class meal wag awaiting us,and 
I can toll you we did ample justice _ to it. 
Evory one in the battalion ate heartily oy- 
ery time a chance offered, whether hungry 
or not, as it was always s matter of doubt 
whether that would not be the last good 
aquare meal we would get for some time. 
After leaving Dog Lakes slow run of 45 
milos brought.us to the end of the rails, 
and we disembarked without delay and 
took to the sleighs awaiting us. Tho sleighs 
wore ‘bobs’ ofa peculiar shape, with ordi- 
nary boxcs on them and seals for ning men 
besides the driver. Wo (57th Co.) left at 
2:30 p.in., being the 6th conipany to: start. 
The day was very cold, withonly a light 
wind blowing, however, and the road led 
through the woods, thus adding materially 
to our comfort in giving us shelter from 
what wind there was, would like to be 
able to describe the firat two milos of this 
road to you, but it is beyond me altogeth- 
er, Ionly hope that 1 will not have to 
undergo another such ride for some time 
to come. Up hill and down dale, over 
stumps and rocks, with the driver yelling 
out as occasion required, ‘heavy on ze 
right,” ** heavy on ze left,” &e,, while we 
scrambled to the named side with all possi- 
ble haste and hung on like squirrels. The 
snow was about five feet deep, and the poor 
horse that got off the track had a tough 
time getting on again...We passed several 
empty sleighs on this [road, the horses of 
which had to be put into the deep snow, 
as the track was only one sleigh wide. 
Some of these poor brutes were standing 
with the snow up to the middle of their 
necks, but they did not seen to mind it 
much. How they were got out. 1 do not 
know. At the end of two miles we struck 
the grade line of the track, and this being 
well beaten, made a splendid road; and we 
jogged along at a good pace. We kept 
to the grado pretty woll all through the 
gap, as it is all ready for the rails, with 
the exception of a few untinished trestles 
and one small piece of embankment. It 
was pretty rough work getting around some 
of the trestles, as the road was very rugged

Wo 
made the best ofa bad job, and did our 
hest to keep warm and try to snatch a wink 
of sleep, not for the sake of tho sleep. so 
much (a8 to. pass away tho) \droary timo 
till the break of day. How’ many~ winks 
wore actually obtained by the party out- 
side could easily be counted on the fingers, 
as it was the firat night out on the trip and 
the:first night in the open for many &® man 
in the battalion. |The baggage and ono 
company did not arrive till 6.30 a. m,, #0 
they had a worse time than us, Hot tea, 
canned beef and hard tack were served oul 
at 6.30 and was highly appreciated. At 
8.30 a. m. a train of flat cars arrived with 
seats and closed in at the sides, backed in, 
and by 9.15 we were all on board on our 
my across the next piece of track, 93 miles 
in length. This track was only laid’ for 
construction purposes and is very rough and 
uneven, being laidon the snow with no 
attempt to level it up whatever. 

We arrived at Port Munyoe at 8 p. m., 
and everything was taken off the train,at a 
very bad landing place, in the dark, after 
which we marched to the quarters that had 
been prepared for us, Half the | battalion 
was quartered in the hold of a schvoner in 
tho bay, and the rest in tents, A good 
meal was awaiting us hero, aud was’ very 
accoptable,4s the ride in tho flat cars didn't 
do much towards destroying our appetite.

Ireland, that if the’dead weight of the Bri- 

tish Gov ernment were taken off Ireland the 
two factions in it would be at each other's 
throats, and even now, between the fre- 
quent: party demonstrations on the one 
hand and agrarian crime and disturbance 
on the other, the Executive Government 
has to exercise vigilance and act with energy. 

The whole of the Royal Lrish Constabulary 
Force is directly under cortrol of the Lord 
Lieutenant, and also the Dublin Metropol- 

itan Police. “Should these be instfliciont, 

he can always call on the, military for aid. 

He has also at his control a large pumber, 
over 70, of \stipendiary mugistr: ites, who 
aro seit here and there, as oceasion may 
require, to aid in the preservation of the 
peace. Furthermore, the Lord Lieutenant 
has usually had certain special powers given 
him by Parliament for the maintenance of 
lawand order. The exercise of these pow- 

ers rests with him exclusively, aad he is 
responsible for their use. At the present 
moment he has extra powers: unmler the 
Constabulary Acts; enabling him/to quarter 

extra police in counties and charge part of 
their cost; under the Arms Act, mab ling 
him to restrict the importation or POSessi011 
or use of firearms ; and‘under the Preven- 

tion of Orimes Act, enabling him. te prohi- 
bit public meetings, and when netded. to 
impose other restric tions on the liberty of 
the individual.

Twenty-Five Dead Rebels Counted. 


Reil Said to Have Been in the Ravine, 


CATTLE CAPTURED FROM THE INSURGENTS. 
AIL Ready for an Attack on Sunday. 


Gen. Middleton's Official Re- 
port. 


Cuanx’s Crossina, N.W.T., April 26, 
—Nothing has been received from Gent 


Middleton's camp to-day, He is about 80 
miles front hero and nows will have to be

Fighting took place all day yesterday. 
Tho rebels fought determinedly and at one 
time the opposing forces were within 30 
yards of each other, The rebels took up a 
position in three ravines, from two of which 
they were dislodged, but they could not be 
driven from their stronghold in the centre 
of the ravine, where they had rifle-pits. 

On night coming on the bugle sounded 
the recall and the camp was pitched on the 
river near tho battle field. It is reported 
that when the troops were moving to the 
camp 30 rebels came out of the brush lin- 
ing the ravine, cheering and jeoring at the 
troops. The artillery were ordered up to 
drive them off, but the rebels succeeded in 
capturing ono medicine chest and some 
boxes of canned meats, * 

The force will proceed to-day,after bury- 
ing the dead and sending the wounded, to 
Clarke’s Crossing, at which place guns 
have been placed commanding the ravine 
on each side, flanked by a line of infantry. 
With those and with the men’s desire for 
the renewal of hostilities, the defeat of the 
insurgents ean only be a matter of a few 
minutes. The next 24 hours is expected 
to be the most decisive of the campsjgp, 

Owing to the great distance from the 
telegraph we may not got news of the bat- 
bat until Monday.
